ber in the United States Senate, several 
Republican Senators claimed that it 
was necessary to maintain the duty on 
lumber in order to enable the Ameri- 
can millmen to pay a higher scale of 
wages than was paid iu Canada or 
British Columbia. Daring the discus- 
sion which 
followed 
between 
the 


Republicans and Populists the fact 
was developed that there were numer- 
ous sawmills on both sides of the line 
and that there was free trade in labor, 
consequently, if the American -mill- 
men paid higher wages than was paid 
in Canada, the Canadian wage-earners 
would step across the line and get a 
ob at increased wages. But such was 
not the case for American mill owners 
and Canadian mill owners had saw- 
mills on both sides of the line and 
wages were practically the same. The 
'act was also developed that more than 
one-third the product of the lumber 
mills of Oregon and Washington was 
exported to foreign countries, and of 


ourse the wage-earners could not get 


any benefit from the duty on lumber i 
which was shipped abroad. But some- 
body did get the benefit of the duty on 
lumber which was used at home, and 
that somebody, generally 
speaking* 


was the lumber trust. 


If it were possible for the farmers of 


the United States to form a gigantic 
wheat trust they could get the twenty- 
five cent duty on wheat. They could 
say to the consumers in the United 
States: "We shall charge you twenty- 
five cents more a bushel for wheat than 
we sell it to the Liverpool merchants 
for, and you have got to stand it." 
The manufacturers are selling their 
goods cheaper in foreign countries 
than they do in the United Stftes and 
why should not the farmers do the 
same ? An increase of twenty-five cents 
a bushel in the price of wheat con- 
sumed in the United States means at 
least $60,000,000 yearly gain to the 
farmers. The farmers 
could 
then 


form a corn trust, a cattle trust, a hog 
trust, an onion trust, an egg trust, a 
butter trust and charge the consumers 
all the traffic would bear, and could 
pay their officials just as high salaries 
as the other 
big corporations and 


trusts. By all means let us have an 
agricultural trust and make the high 
salaried protected consumers pay high 
prices for everything they consume.

SEIZING LIQUOR TO MINOBS. 


The Saloon Men State Their Side of the 


Lewers 
Becker of this 
Justice Court 
alleged offense 


EDITOR JOURNAL:—A short time ago, 


on a complaint sworn to by Professor 


of the State University, J. J. 


city was tried in the 
and convicted of the 
of knowingly and wil- 


fully Boiling a glass of beer to a minor, 
a University cadet. 


The trial jury returned a verdict of 


' guilty on the paradoxical grounds that 
it was a purely technicalconviction, the 
defendant having been wilfully de- 
c'eived by the delinquent cadet, and 
therefore recommended the imposition 
of Ihe lowest possible statutory fine, 
which was paid. 


Instead of the saloon men of Reno 


then combining aud appealing to a 
higher court, they remained dormant, 
and, as a result, Mr. Nelson, with his 
barkeeper Mr. Vorm, and myself were 
arrested on similar charges, and in 
view of the outcome of the original 
case, pleaded guilty, being fined $25 
each. It was shown at the first trial 
that the cadet had, in answer to ques- 
tioning a year ago, then replied to Mr. 
Becker that be was fully of age; since 
which time he has been waited upon 
without question. Moreover, all evi- 
dence was ruled out, yet which was 
ready to be produced, showing that 
Mr. Becker has kept for over twenty 
years one of the most orderly saloons 
in town; that he has repeatedly in- 
stzucted hie barkeepers under no cir- 
cumstance to sell liquor to minors, and 
to be sure and question young men of 
doubtful age; that he is a man of prop- 
erty and family, and deeply interested 
in the welfare, both material and moral, 
but especially educational, of Reno, 
and that on all public occasions bis 
purse and his services have been de- 
voted to her advancement. Yet, in the 
face of all these facts well known in 
this community, he waa convicted, and 
a shower of further arrests are prophe- 
sied. 


As a property holder, a tax and 


license payer and business man of 
Washoe county, I ask, what rights have 
saloonmen in this community ? Taxes 
are presumably paid for the protection 
afforded 
in 
civilized 
communities. 


Wherein are we protected when young 
men such as this cadet, over six faet in 
height and bearing every aspect of be- 
ing over age, can come into our places 
of business and in response to our 
questionings as to their age deliber- 
ately lie to us for the sake of a paltry 
drink and place us in jeopardy of the 
law? 


I have been a resident of this State 


for over twenty years, and of Reno for 
over thirteen, during which time, as 
everyone knows, T have worked hard, 
paid my debts and supported my fam- 
ily. 
I have over fifteen thousand dol- 


lars invested here in my property, 
nearly all of which sum has been ex- 
pended right here in Reno in the build- 
ing and maintenance of my premises. 
Besides taxes and ordinary liquor 
lu-enses, I pay a hotel license, my 
house being open all the time for both 
fie rich and the poor. Even in some 
prohibition States alchoholic liquor is 
njt prohibited when used at mealss and 
as I practically keep a hotel how can I 
liscriminate amid a rush of strangers, 
and fathom the age of some one under 
twenty-one who may call for a glass of 
beer with his meal instead of coffee or 
tea? The law is radically wrong, inas- 
much as it puts a premium on lying 
and deception. It affords one of the 
best opportunities in the statute book 
for the vilest kind of blackmail. 'What 
s there to prevent a young man, say 
within one or two days of becoming 
twenty-one years of age, from coming 
nto my saloon and procuring a glass 
of beer or liquor after his acknowledge- 
ment to me that he was over age, and 
then informing against me, provided 
there should happen to be venal officers 
with whom he might share the profits 
of the transaction ? Why not at the 
forthcoming legislative session enact 


law imposing an equal fine on any 


minor who wilfully deceives a seller of 
liquor as to his age and thereby pro- 
ures liquor for himself. It might 
ool the ardor of youths who would lie 
for the sake of a drink. 


Furthermore, I cannot see why in 


justice a saloon 
keeper should be 


ulped both for himself and barkeeper 
when he pleads unintentional guilt 
under the law, the essence of guilt 
being intent. Yet Mr. Nelson had to 
stand a plea both for himself and bar- 
jeeper as a result of the original trial. 
Even in felony cases further indict- 
ments are generally quashed upon con- 
viction or plea of guilt of the defend- 
ant upon the first charge. 


As all this notoriety has sprung from 


and yet is most injurious to the Uni- 
versity, I would respectfully suggest to 
he eminent faculty of that renowned 
State institution that they build a 
once around their male dormitory 
students. A little more care exercised 
n a non-political year would have pre- 
vented a ecandal and the marring of a 
promising youth. The scandal of last 
year was hushed up, and so might this 
have been but for the lack of discretion 
on the part of some of the professors. 
"A truth untold is oftimea the noblest

the free coinage of silver. Is Harrison 
a Republican?

Are McKinley, John Sher- 
man, Horr of the New York Tribune, 
Whitelaw Reid and others of the same 
kind full members of the Republican 
party? Where are their silver badges? 
The fact is, ex-Speaker Reed in order 
to steal a march on the other aspirants 
to the Presidency in 1896 had to talk 
silver wash. 
For in order to meet the 


demands of the constantly growing 
free coinage sentiment, all political 
parties in the United States will have 
to put genuine "silver planks" in their 
respective platforms. 
If the Republi- 


can party does that neither Harrison 
McKinley nor the anti-silver Reed of a 
while ago would be fit to stand on it.
